I said when I met you 
hero this‘timo last year, that I thought wa had 
soon the last of our troubles at Canton, but I 
am sorry to esy that I wos mistaken, A. loss of 
over $17,000, oa tho result of the year's work 
at Canton, is most. unfortunste-it: hos been 
due almost cntiroly to one causs, and that 
is the faulty ongines with which. we are 
workiog ‘there. The original engine was 
ordered by tho former Chinese company in 
1898, ond another similar one was added tho 
foltowing year, but thoy huve proved quite 
unsuitable aud thoir oxtravagant conl consump- 
tion mekes it. impossible for us to work at a 
profit, In tho beginning of the yesr, things 
wont fairly: well, although we were never 
greatly pleased with the engines, but as soon es 
we began to work them to their full capacity 
thoy broke down, ond this happened over and 
over again until our customers’ patience, 08 
woll as our own, was fairly worn ont. By: 
careful watching and nursing wo have manoged 
to keop freo from acsideut for the Inst two 
months, but we daro not take on apy new 
business ; the factory is not doing its full work 
and isnot, therefore, ronning at a profit as it 
should be doing, while our engineer n8- 
sures us that with all the attention he can 
give, it ‘may bo only o question ofa few 
montha before there will bo o- much more 
serious breakdown than aby wo hare yet had, 
Undor such circumstances, with eontinual-stop- 
pages, loss of our working time, and the heavy 
oxpenso ‘of repairs to machinory, it would not 
have teon surprising if our Ioas had been stil! 
greater. At the moment wo are working ata 
slight kes at Conten, bat ino short time expect 
to make both ends moct, That will be the 
nimoitive can do, “so: we are forced to give up 
all idea of ever doing any real good with these 
engines, - Thore is consequently oaly one thing 
left for us to do now, and ‘that is to replace 
thom at anos by o new act of the most modern 
and most economical dosign. As you aro, per- 
haps, swire, there have been great improve- 
ments in electrical engines of late yoars, ond wo 
estimate that for an expenditure of about $80,000 
we can obtain a set of three engines, two of which 
would give usone hundred per cent. botter rosults 
than the present two, while we should have an 
extra one in reserve in case of accident, . In 
spite of all those difficulties and disappointme ats 
there is, however, no reason why we should lose 
heart. The business is thore, and will, I feel 
certain, prove « very profitable one if wo 
persovore. with it. ‘The demand ia good-—tho 
Shameen community havo only lately insisted

MR, CHAMBELLAIN'S EPUCH-MAKIEG@ SPEEOH. 


‘ ‘The following summary of tho important 
speech by Mr Chamberlain on May 16th, which 
hag aroused so much interest, is given in the 
Indian papera:—- 

Mr, Chamberlain, in a speech at Birming- 
ham, strongly condemned the interpretation 
of Free Trade which provented England 
favouring ber Colonies or rotalinting against 
those countries penolising the Colonies farour- 
ing England. 

He hinted that the consolidation of tho 
Empire by relotionsof interest would bethe main 
issue of the Genoral Election. On the Imperial 
policy during the next few years would depend 
whether the Empire stood together or foll into 
separate States, selfishly seoking their ows 
interests. The business of British. statesmen 
was to do everything, even at some present 
sacrifice, to keep ond increase the trade of the 
Colonies, even if other trade was thereby 
loesoned, It depended on the way we trested 
the Colonies’ offors of preferential tarifs whether 
that policy would by developed or withdrawn. 

_ Referring to Germany’s retaliation ‘against 
Caziads, ho said the dictation ond inserference 
of foreign Powors had beon justified by thé 
belief that we wero unable: to defend the 
Colonies. That new ‘position was not con- 
templated by Bright aud Cobden, ‘who, if alive 
now, would not hesitate to conclude a treaty of 
preference with onr own children. The conntry 
ought not to be bound by any techvical 
dofinition of Free Trade as far’ as fellow- 
subjects ara- concerned, and we should not 
hesitate to retafinte wherever interests between 
our Colonists and ourselves are threatened by 
others. : . 

He did not think that tho General Election 
was near, but the issae would doperd on whether 
people were prepared to doall that-was necessary, 
even if occusionally against their prejudice, to 
consolidate the Emzire. ‘

limit their risks runs os fellows : 

“Warranted free of capture, seizure, and 
de‘ention, wud the consequences thereof, or uny 
attuinpt theront,picacy excepted, aud also from 
all consequences of rista, civil commotions, 
hostilities, or warlike opexations, whethor he- 
fore or after declaration of war.” | 

Tie words -** riots, civil commotions"” are’ 
gonorslly omitted if the assured desire it. It 
will be observed that this clause is a wide one, 
and its validity hus been upeld in the Courts 
in a recent cuse conceruiug commandeered gold. 
Sv long as a policy contains the “ free of 
capture” or “ £0. nad 3.’ clause, as itis com- 
monly termed, aaderwriters ure protected from 
all liability for losees incurred throug “Warlik@. 
operations. ~ ‘ 

‘The “free of copture” clauso was in usu before 
1808, but underwriters became so slack about 
nasisting upon it:that it was struck out of prac- 
tically all policies uxcept these upon hulls which 
wero insured for 22 months, If-tuis country had 
enddenly ongagod in war withan European Power. 
say in 1997, almost all the cargces afluat in 
British ships ond all the vessels insured under 
voyage policies would have been Jinble to capture 
at the risk of the underwriters. And this risk 
was run without any money equivalent boing re-" 
ceived for it, A séridus war with naval Power, 
would have brought widespread ruin, find mére 
thought-of such a possibility gave tho insurance 
market o bad scare. In 1893 it wasagreod to
